A COUNTING CHIMPANZEE. 


Remarkable Exploits of an Inmate of Lon- 
dou’s Zoological Garden. 

Nature prints an interesting paper read 
| before the Zoological Society of London by 
| Prof. George Romanes, F. RK. 8., and from 

it the foliowing extracts are made: 

“The temale chimpanzee which has now 

, been in the society’s menagerie for six 

| years has attracted general notice, not only 

on accountof her peculiar zoological charac- 
ters, but perhaps stil more on account of 
_ her high intelligence. This is conspicuous- 
ly displayed by the remarkable degree 

im which she is able to understand the 

meaning of spoken language—a degree 
. which is fully equa) to that presented by an 

infant a few months before emerging from 
infancy, and therefore higher than that 
presented by another brute, so far, at least, 
as Ihave met with any evidence to show. 
Nevertheless, the only attempts that she 
makes by wuy of vocal responses are three 
peculiar grunting noises—one indicative of 
assent or affirmation, another (very closely 
resembling the first) of dissent or negation, 
and the third (quite different from the other 
two) of thanks or recognition of favors. In 
disposition she is somewhat capricious, 
though on the whole good-humored, fond of 
her keepers, and apparently never tired of 
akind of bantering play which, off and on, 
they keep up with her continually. 

“A year or two ago it occurred to me that 
I might try some psychological experiments 
on the intelligence of this animal. The 
circumstances in which she is placed, how 
ever, did not prove favorable for any thing 
like systematic instruction. Being constant- 
ly exposed to the gaze of a number of peo- 
ple coming and going and having her atten- 
tion @asily distracted by them, the ape was 
practicaily available for purposes of tuition 
only during the early hours of the morning, 
before the menagerie is opened to the pub- 
lic, and, as a rule, I did not find it con- 
venient to attend at thattime. Therefore 
the results which Iam about to describe do 
not, in my Opinion, represent what might 
fairly have been expected unier more 
favorable conditions; if the chimpanzee 
could have been kept asadomestic pet for 
a few months (as I kept the Cebus kindly 
lent me for the purposes of psychological 
observation by this society) there can be | 
no doubt that many much more interesting 
results might have been obtained. Never- 
theless, it appears to me that even those 
which have thus far been obtained are 
worthy of being placed on record. 

‘‘Having enlisted the intelligent co-opera- 
tion of the keepers, I requested them to ask 
the ape repeatedly for one straw, two 
straws or three straws. These she was to 
pick up and hand out from among the litter 
in hercage. No constant order was to be 
observed in making these requests, but, 
whenever she handed anumber not asked 
for her offer was refused, while, if she gave 
the proper number her offer was accepted, 
and she received a piece of fruit as pay- 
ment. In this way the ape was eventually 
taught to associate these three numbers 
with their names. Lastly, if two straws or 
three straws were demanded, she was 
taught to hold one straw or two straws in 
her mouth until she had picked up the re- 
maining straw, and then to hand the two

“As soon as the animal understood what 

was required and had Jearned to associate 
these three numbers with their names, she 
never failed to give the number of straws 
asked for. Her education was then ex- 
tended in a similar manner from three to 
four and frém four to five. Here, for rea- 
sons to be presently stated, I allowed her 
education to terminate. But more re- 
cently one of the keepers has endeavored to 
advance her instruction as farasten. The 
result, however, is what might have been 
anticipated. Although she very rarely 
makes any mistake in handing out one, two, 
three, four or five straws, according to the 
number asked for, and although she is 
usually accurate in handing out @s Many as 
six or seven, when the numbers eight, nine 
or ten are named, the result becomes more 
and more uncertain, so as to be suggestive 
of guesswork. It is evident, however, that 
she understands the words seven, eight, 
nine and ten to betoken numbers higher 
than those below them; for if she is asked 
for any of these numbers (i. ¢., above six) 
she always gives some number that is above 
six and not more than ten; but there is no 
such constant accuracy displayed in hand- 
ing out the exact number named as is the 
case below six. On the whole, then, while 
there is no doubt that this animal can ac- 
curately compute any number of straws up 
to five, beyond five the accuracy of her 
computation becomes progressively dimin- 
ished. 

“It is not necessary—indeed it would be 
unreasonable—to suppose that in this 
process of ‘counting’ the ape employs 
any system of notation. We know 
from our own experience that there 
is counting and counting, t ¢., dis- 
tinguishing between low numbers by di- 

rectiy appreciating the difference between 
two quantities of sensuous perception and 
distinguishing between numbers of any 
amount by marking each perception witha 
separate sign. The extent to which the 
former kind of computation can be carried 
in the case of man has been made the sub- 
ject of a careful research by Prof. Preyer, 
of Jena. His experiments consisted in as- 
certaining the number of objects (such as 
dots on a piece of paper) which admit of 
being simultaneously estimated with ac- 
curacy, and it was found that the number 
admits of being largely increased by prac- 
tice until, in the case of some persons, it 
may rise to more than twenty. But of 
course in the case of a brute itis not to be 
expected that such a high degree of pro-

Biack Sart Captured.

Marquetre, Mich., August 31.— 
“Black Bart, the lone highwayman of 
Wisconsin,’’ was captured at Republic 
this morning. The particulars of the 
capture have not yet been received. 
He is the man who, on Monday last, 
held up the Gogebic stage. There 
were four prominent people in it— 
Donald MacKerchar of the First Na- 
tional Bank of Minneapolis, A. (i. 
Flerschbein of Belleville, Lil.; Robert 
Rintoul of the Bank of Montreal, Chi- 
cago; and Wm. Paldon, also of Chi- 
cago. When he stopped the stage and 
demanded that the parties ‘‘cash in’”’ 
one of them began firing at him. The 
robber returned the fire and MacKer- 
char was badly wounded, but will re- 
cover. Flerschbein was hit twice and 
fell out of the coach, while the horses 
dashed away with the rest of the party. 
The robber went through him and dis- 
appeared. Three bours later Flersch- 
bein was picked up and cared for, but 
he died that night. Parties with 
bloodhounds were at one organized, 
and a systematic hunt began which 
ended as stated. Black Bart’s real 
name is Reymunde Holzhey, and he 
has been p terror to the whole country, 
holding up stages, railroad trains or 
individuals indiscriminately.

Facts and Figures Gleaned From 
the Trustees’ Repert. 

Through the courtesy of the Super- 
intendent of the Public Schools of this 
county a GAzeTre reporter was per- 
mitted to glance at the reports of the 
School Trustees of the several school 
districts. From the report of the, 
Reno district he gleaned the following 
During the past school year 
the district has received from the 
State school fund $4,630 36 and from 
county taxes $8,611 48, making a total 
of $13,241 75. Of this total amount 
$4,732 was paid to teachers, $521 45 
was expended for repairs and school 
furniture, and $2,304 97 was paid out 
for rent, fuel and contingent expenses, 
minaking the total expended during the 
school year $12,711 67. 

The valuation of the school library 
as reported is $250, school apparatus is

THE LUNA MOTH.’ | 


A Beautiful Creature That Haunts the. 
Electric Lights. 

Shadows of flittimg nocturnal things that 
hover about the street electric lights are | 
seen, thrown upon street or pavement, by | 
hundreds of passers-by who never know if | 
the creatures that cause them are bats, | 
moths or some sma''er things whose near- | 
ness to the light magnifies the flitting 
shadow. In fact, there are all of these | 
creatures frequently hovering about the 
lights; the bats, doubtless, in pursuit of 
some of the tiny insect brood, while the’! 
larger moths are drawn, like the minute in-| 
sect swarms, about the light as a brilliant 
object. Mr. D. W. C. Pond, of Hartford, | 
Conn., showed a Hartford Times reporter a 
beautiful green sroth which his wife suc- 
ceeded in bringing down with a stroke ofa 
whip. Itis the Attacus Luna—perhaps the 
most beautiful of allour moths. It is not 
as brilliant, nor quite so large, as some 
others, but the exquisite delicacy of its) 
wings, both in texture and tint, surpasses | 
thatof any other variety that flies here 
The wings expand about five inches—in 
huea pale, delicategreen. A broad border 
of purple runs along the front edge of 
the fore wings, and the hind wings | 
are tipped with the same color all around. | 
In the center of each of the four wings isa 
transparent eye-like spot, encircled bya 
ring of black and yellow on the upper side 
of the wing, and white beneath. Each hind 
wing has a slender, symmetrical tail, nearly 
two inches long.| The good-sized body is 
thickly covered with a hair-like mantle of 
white—a kind of down, which looks like a soft 
kind of slightly c@rled hair of the white bear. | 
The eyes, rather Jarge, are deep, dark, dull 
purple; and there are two minute bead-like | 
shining points in the white down, beneath 
the head proper, that look like the creature's | 
sparkling little bat-like eyes, but are not 
The antennzw are yellow and beautifully 
feathered, and the legs are purple like the | 
border. The worm of the Luna moth lives 
on walnut trees; a large, ugliy-looking | 
creature, which spins its shroud insidea 
nest made of the dead or dying leaves in 
autumn by tying two or three leaves to. | 
gether, a brown looking mess, which would 
attract no notice among the similarly col- | 
ored dead leaveson the branchor on the 
ground—for it sometimes drops and is 
kicked over with the rest by boys poking 
the dead leaves in October in search of wal- | 
nuts. So found,if taken home and kept in | 
aquiet place in a room, the cocoon will | 
vurst in May, and the young moth will 
emerge.. Its swift growth and transforma- 
tion before your eyes, as it becomesina 
few minutes a beautiful green moth, is one 
of the marvels of the creature’s changes. 
It changes in twenty minutes from a wet, 
white, half worm-like thing into a charming 
green moth.
